The deaf chiil'» education beKinn 
at u low point in theacale, not Ironi 
want of a means of communication. 
During the waiting period, wliilc 
the child \n groping its way to ex- 
pression in English, the sif^n-lan- 
uuage perforins a very important 
service. This language consi.sts 
largely of movements and facial ex- 
pressions used by vivacious speak- 
ing peo|)le in conversation and 
readily understood by a deaf cliilil. 
Through this moial instruction can 
be given as well as a great fund of 
informal ion on subjects with which 
the child should early be made 
familiar. This need not interfere 
with speech or other instruction, 
but on the contrary will aid it. 
The use of the language of signs 
iloes not cause mistakes in the use 
of Entrlish. These mistakes are 
.simply due to ign<jrance of English. 

VVe have for several years in 
addition to our classes, cariied on 
clas8<'S taught orally only. These 
(>u[)ils use signs freely out of school, 
t)Ut they are forbidden in the school 
room. They have made cf>m- 
mendable progress in speech and 
the use of English as well as in 
their studies, and I believe will 
compare well with pupils of the 
same grade in any pure oral school. 
One of the Ix-st examples of success 
which we have had in this line of 
teaching is that of a young lady, no 
longer in school, the deaf child of 
deaf parents, who was an expert in 
the iise of the signs language when 
she entered school at the age of 
seven. She had never spoken. 
After one year in sclrool she was 
put into an oral class and received 
all her instruction there. She 
acquired a pleasant, well modnlat- 
'•d voice, a«id is a gfK>d lip-reader. 
She speaks readily, pe/fers to speak 
rather than write to tho.se who can 
hear, and can converse with 
strangers. She has all the time 
k'»f)t up th ; use of the sign lari- 
In her case, at least, this 
, : I to h*i no impediment to the 
acquisition of speech.

When he had mastered the native 
tongue he went oftr-n to pr-c-acli 
to t'le Indians, and to show 
the Iriilli of his iireaching by his 
life and actions. 1'he lesiilt while 
not <iuick in it« growth was marvel- 
lous in the (lompletcness of the 
change wiought. The Indians 
weie completely civilized, built a 
town, a church, a town hall, a 
school-house, and other like build- 
ings, hail sti-eet-lani|is and most of 
the other convenirMices of towns of 
white people in more favored r-li 
males. Mr. Duiuraii introduced 
sevr-ral kinds of manufacture. All 
went well until aViout eleven years 
ago, wh( 11 tli(( Episcoi)nlian bishop 
of British CJoluinbia took up his re- 
sid<Mi(-e in their town. He began 
to find fault with many of tlnur 
customs, which Mr-. Duncan hail, for 
thflhostof reasons, dt-opped. All 
this stirred up sti-ife. Tlie Indians 
applied to the (-anarlian govern 
merit to liavr* tlui objectionable 
bishop removed from their, town. 
TIk! answer wns the astounding one 
thai they were the (Queen's subjects, 
;iiid the land they supposed tln-ir 
own was her-s, and llniy must sub- 
mit to all. They finally sought 
help from the IJniti-d States, Mr. 
Duncan reiin'senting their cause. 
Onr gov«>rnmcnt gi-ant(Ml them An- 
nelle Island, .Soiitlein Alaska, as 
lluMr hVime. This was le.ss than 
twenty miles d.,!., their old town. 
They proin .111 to tear ilowii 

their houses m niiuiigrale, but were 
told thrtse beloiifjed to the Queen, 
with tli<( ground. So they ,woic 
compelled to begin again emply- 
h.'indi d. 

They, however , soon became as 
pros()ei-ous in their new home as in 
tlie old. All went well again till 
Fall. Then, during the gold'ex- 
cilemeiit of the Klondike, some 
jirospectors visited Arinelte Island, 
elaini(-d they found trarres of gold,

Mcitrlut l-'uvor and Ueallncai*. 



Ear d iseasc occurs more frequent- 
ly scarlet fever than any other 
known complaint. Aural surgeons 
have written various treat b son ihe 
subject, and seem to generally agree 
that sine throat causes the ear 
trouble that is so frequent. Far 
and away tint large majority of ear 
diseases comes from the throats, 
being catarrhal In (heir origin. 

The ears are allected in two 
ways: eilln-r there is an acute in- 
fiammati(m of (he middle ear, the 
drum membrane is perforated, and 
I his is allowed to continue, the type 
,of many a lonu-standing case of 
otorrhrea. The other is the chr-onic 
dry (tatarrh that comes ou com- 
paratively slowly. Both of those 
ad'ect the ear by extension of. the 
(t.itarrhal disease of the throat 
through Ihe Kiistaehian tube, 
Iherefore the practir-al means is to 
ir-eat the throat during the fever. 
The first means is to move the ac- 
cumulations from th<» nose and 
throat by a solution of lioi-ax, 
bicarlioiiiite of soda, and common 
salt. This is done frerpiently, fol- 
lowed by a sj»i-ay or gargle of chlo- 
rate of potash. Tli<M-(t is no local 
remedy equal (o clilorato of potash 
lo prevent «'ar complication during 
ar-iite t.hi-oal di.sease. 

In ease snpirurat.ion of the mid- 
dle ear has already taken [rlaee, 
with perforation of the drum, the 
cfise should iinmcdiatoly he treat- 
ed, not allowing (he inflammation 
to become chr-rmic — filling the ca- 
nal tnree times daily with pei'oxide 
of hydrogen, followed by syringing 
with warm water. When the active 
inMammatif)n symptoms have sub- 
sided, some astringent ear drops — 
such as sulphate of zinc, five grams 
to the ounce of water — should be 
used in connection. 

If this treatment is carried out 
from the oiliest, in almost every 
case the drum membrane will re- 
form and hearing be good. — Chir 
Deaf and Dumb.

Mr. Knaufl" lirst i;.i\i' his view.s 
on the country whicdi he visitett in 
the interests of tra.le. lie thinks 
that,, while money is plenty and 
the cost of living cfie.ip there, it is 
no i)lace for American working 
peojde to ifo to for building up for- 
tunes. The Mi'xicaiis are far be- 
hind us in civilization. lie could 
only advise sinJi'ns had money to 
spend to visit the country. 

His views seemed to have been 
fully borne out on canvas after- 
wards. There were one hundred of 
them, all superb and of a most in- 
teresting character. Each one was 
described by him orally and inter- 
preted by Mr. Walker, remlering 
them doubly interesting. They 
W(Me fully ap])reciated liy an audi- 
ence which fairly packed All Sonl.s" 
Hall.

While we regard the bill with 
apjindieiision and slunild like to 
see it defeatcMl, we can not be blind 
to th(^ fatd that the inllucnce from 
this State, which b.aeks it, is pos- 
sitdy greater than wi> <'an hop<> to 
counteract with elTcct. Since the 
bill apjiears to be favored by our 
best congressmen, or, at least, by 
some of them, and is backed by 
such leading citizens of Pennsyl- 
vania as are named in th«> bill as 
irfistees of tlm fund, it seems ])re- 
saged that we cm do nothing more 
than protest. 

Did not the Chicago deaf have 
some kiiitl of experience like it 
with their State Legislature quite 
recently? And, judging from re- 
cent reports, are not the deaf of 
Ohio dreading a similar experi- 
ence?

Like them, 
the Pennsylvania deaf might talk, 
protest, denounce, anil tiglit, lint 
still do nolhin;> more thtin dis]>lay 
tln^ir intelligence Thai may be 
all right, but we believe that 
judgment is the lietter quality. 
One may sliow intelligence, and 
yet lack good judgment. It is no 
crime to go slow. Let iMv body 
which can do the most elTective 
work handle (he niatlcr and our 
duty will lie done. Amony: our 
societies, the Pennsylvania Society 
for the Advancement of the Deaf, 
representing the deaf of the State, 
might, through its Board of Man-' 
agers, take action upon the subject 
;»( once, or else le;i\e it to (he con- 
sideration of the society at it's 
coming meeting in August. 

However, under all the cir- 
cumstances, we believe that t he deaf 
of other S(a(('s can do much more 
elTective work than we. since the 
ineaNure originated from and is 
supjiorted by the Cungressional le- 
preseidatives from Pennsylvania 
The bill can only become operalive 
with the help of the ri'presentJitives 
of tlje other great States. For us 
ileaf, it is like (ighling against gi-eat 
odds (hough we may ami shall most 
likely entei upon record our iin- 
qualilied protest .i ■■nnsi such a 
measure.

The long-looked for Souvenir of 
the Ohio Institution, by Mr. C. C. 
.lohnston, is at last out. Whethfer 
it will meet th(> expectations of the 
subscribei-s, and those es[)ecially 
interested in the work, remain.s to 
lie seen. Doul)tlessly there will be 
some disappointed in that the work 
is not as full as it might be. This, 
however, is more the f.ault of the 
Alianni than the publisher. The 
latter did his best under the cir- 
cumstances, but failed to meet 
with the response from those who 
should have extended aid in its 
preparation. What there is of the 
work will prove valuable in after 
years, and it is to !>• t'egretted that 
it is not more full. SYe believe 
this is th«> first undertaking of thu 
kinil, and will therefore he the 
pioneer of subsequent pul)lications 
coming under this head. One 
tniiig that mars the book are the 
advertisments used to fill it out, 
and in some places they intersperse 
the reading matter and illustra- 
tions. 

The book is printed on heavy 
paper and is typographically neat. 

The two most notalde and in- 
teresting eonti-ibutions are the re- 
miniscences of Dr. G. O. Fiiy and 
Mr. R )bert Pi tier-son. Their reaii- 
ing will recall to mind many of the 
incidents connected with the 
school by those who were pupils 
then, and it is a pity not more of 
the kind are given.

S, C, Ilall, onire wrole of 
Maginn: "Few men ever started 
with lietfer prospects; there was 
hardly an.y position in the State to 
vliich he might not have a.-ipired 
His learning whs profound; his 
wit of the tongue and the pen 
ic.'kIj', poinfeo, cauHtic, and bril- 
liant; his essfiys, lales, jioenis, 
•leholastie disquisitions — in short, 
his writings upon all conceivabh 
topics were of the very highcsi oi- 
ler. . His acquaintances, who 
would willingly have been his 
(rieiids, were not only the men of 
•genius of his time; among them 
were Mcvenil uobleiiian and slateK- 
men of powei*as well as rank. In 
a word, he might have climbed lo 
the highest rung of tfie ladder, with 
hidping hands, all the way up; he 
stumbled and fell at its base."

We may remark that Dr. Maginn 
wHsan uncleof Mr. Francis Maginn, 
whose excellent work among the 
deaf-mutes of Belfastis well known.
